i With the aid of Gen. Simon Bolivar,

Doubt About Attitude of Dutch Gov­ 
ernment in This Matter— Action of 
Commission on Responsibilities Ex­ 
plained by Lansing. 


By J A M E S P. H O R N A D A Y . 
Washington.—One of the fir ’I duties 
of the allies and associated powers 
after tile peace treaty with Germany 
shall become effective will lie to bring 
William ll of Hohonzollom, form* fly 
German emperor, to trial ‘‘for a su­ 
preme offense against international 
morality and sanctity of trinities.” 
A 
special tribunal will be constituted to 
try tile accused. 
It will be composed 
of five Judges, one appointed by each 
of tile following powers: Tile United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan. 
The treaty of peace stip­ 
ulate? that the special tribunal will in 
Its decision “be guided by the highest 
motives of international policy, with 
a view to vindicating the solemn ob­ 
ligations 
of international 
undertak­ 
ings and validity of International mor­ 
ality.” 
The treaty says that lf shall 
be Hie duty of this tribunal to fix tile 
punishment which it considers should 
be Imposed. 
It is generally assumed 
that President Wilson will designate 
one of the members of the supreme 
court of tile United States to represent 
this government on tile tribunal. 
The first step toward bringing (he 
ex-kaiser to trial will lie to address a 
letter of request to the government of 
the Netherlands for Iii* surrender to 
tile allied and associated powers. The 
talk one hears at tin* embassies of the 
various European governments here 
is that William and Ids friends will 
certainly resist the effort to have the 
Netherlands surrender Min, and there 
is a good deal of speculation as to 
what Ole attitude of the Netherlands 
government will lie in the matter. 
In 
any event, it is anticipated, that the 
process of getting possession of the 
person of the former kaiser will con­ 
sume ii good deal of time. 
Views of Responsibility Commission. 
Seeretary of State Lansing vine** hi* 
return from Paris, lins been called on 
many times to explain why it is that 
I bere Is Home doubt as to whether the 
former etuperqr can be convicted, 
It 
fell to the lot of Mr. Lansing to fire­ 
side over the commission on responsi­ 
bilities, constituted by a resolution of 
tin* peace conference, and It was this 
commission that dealt with tile ques­ 
tion of individual responsibilities for 
the war and also for v i o l a t i o n s of the 
law s and < usloins of war. 
The first session of that commission, 
according to Secretary Lansing, de­ 
veloped a unanimous desire on the 
part of member* of the commission 
that William fie brought to trial for a 
criminal offense and that the trial be 
held before an International high tri­ 
bunal which should be created for the 
express purpose of determining bis 
guilt and imposing on bim a suitable 
penally for Ids crimes. 
Mr. Lansing 
bas said to member* of the foreign 
relations committee of the senate, who 
have 
been 
particularly 
anxious 
to 
know the inside fact? about the prob­ 
ability of the former emperor** being 
convicted, that the commission on re­ 
sponsibilities decided that there were 
three charges that could be alleged 
against bim: (I) That he wa* rcspoiis 
lido for the war, (2) that he wa* re­ 
sponsible for violations of tile neu­ 
trality of Belgium and Luxemburg, and 
(.’I) that he was chargeable with the 
flagrant violations of the laws aud 
customs of war by the German army. 


Surely Guilty on Two Counts. 
It was the unanimous belief of the 
commission, according to the secretary 
of state, that there was ample evidence 
at hum! to substantiate tile first two 
charge*1. 
It was shown to the satis­ 
faction of tile commis-doii that the 
kaiser could have prevented the war 
and that since be did not prevent it, 
he was responsible for its beginning; 
tliut lie knew what was being done in 
Belgium and made no effort to pre­ 
vent it, although lie was tile*one man 
in Hie world that could have prevented 
It. 
The com mi salon was not so sure 
about there being sufficient evidence 
to convict on the third charge, for It 
was admitted in part at leant that af­ 
ter tim war got under way the kaiser 
was not responsible for all tile act* of 
the army and navy. 
The work of the commission on re­ 
sponsibilities encountered no obstacles 
until It began to look for the law under 
which tile kuiser could be tried. 
In 
the end the commission was obliged ] 
to renort to the peace conference that 
“It was* recognized that he (the kaiser) 
had committed a great moral crime, an 
unpardonable offense against human­ 
ity. lint the commission Is forced to 
find that there is no positive law de­ 
claring acts such as he has committed 
to be criminal and imposing a penalty 
on tile perpetrator.” 
The commission 
added that “this decision Is reached 
with reluctance because of the firm 
conviction that the German ruler is 
guilty.” 
This decision of Hie commission on 
responsibilities applied more particu­ 
larly to charges one and two, the 
charges on which the commission be­ 
lieved the kaiser could be convicted 
were there law to cover the case.

Tim charm to some places Is that 
the changes to them come slowly, and 
tiffs Is the atmosphere that envelope* 
Charleston, S. U., a town of quaint 
old streets, musty churches, lovely old 
trees, and hand-wrought iron doors and 
gates that first opened to admit sub­ 
jects of a British king. 
One leaves all tills behind and rides 
out over 12 miles of tin* roughest of 
country roods under trees decorated 
w ith long ghost like strands of Span­ 
ish moss to enter it church whose doors 
swing open but once a year. It is St. 
Andrew’* church, in St. Andrew’s par­ 
ish, aud it opens once annually because 
this was the condition stipulated in 
the original crown grant. St. Andrew*’* 
church was built In 1702. For a century 
or more it was the regular Sunday 
meeting place of rich and aristocratic 
Southerners who Jived on adjoining 
plantations, and it Is not difficult on a 
warm spring day to stand under tie* 
moss-hung trees near tim church and 
visualize the past. Tile men and wom­ 
en dressed In gay silks and satins for 
church-going in those days, and they 
rode to service in grand style with a 
pair of handsome horses drawing a 
commodious 
carriage, 
with a negro 
slave on Hie box, and the negroes rid­ 
ing or walking behind. 
St. Andrew’s is not the only church 
that Is opened hut once a year. Goose 
Greek church, some ten miles away, 
aud built In 17f*i, was also built under 
a crown grant with the same provision. 
Wit Ii the growth of the city, known 
then as “<’liarleston by the Sen," urn! 
With better roads, the attendance at 
the small parish churches diminished. 
When the last of these plantations was 
reduced in grandeur and wealth by 
the Civil war, 
and the slaves were 
scattered ail over tilt* globe, those in 
whom was emhodh*d the spirit of the 
(•ast had gone to their fathers. 
A love of tradition, a reverence for 
the past tiuit makes Charleston charm­ 
ing, se e s to it that the order of the 
royal grant is obeyed, and a rusty key 
is tinned iii a rusty lock otic** a year; 
in St. Andrew’s on Raster Sunday, arid 
in Goos - Creek the Sunday after. And 
Charleston fills up it*-* gasoline tank* 
mi these day* and rides out; and tho-.« 
who haven’t automobile* or other per­ 
sonal means of conveyance, go out by 
special train, for so far lia s the present 
dared to intrude on tin* past that spe­ 
cial excursions are run by the railroad 
for these occasions.
